Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The art of record as applied in the Final Rejection mailed on July 21 , 
2003 (Paper No. 1 1 ) was discussed. In claim 9, Mr. Bryan Lempia suggested to include the idea that the laser beam is 
impinging on the nozzle outlet and then forms the nozzle inlet which has a smaller diameter. Examiner Staicovici 
agreed that such a limitation would overcome the art of record, however, it would require a new search. Mr. Bryan 
Lempia indicated that the apparatus claims are drawn to a combination including the substrate being processed by the 
laser. In order to advance prosecution of the instant application, Examiner Staicovici indicated that such a claim should 
probably include an argument regarding the tapering of the nozzle in the substrate. . 
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
